Claims 22-37 are allowed because the prior art fail to teach 
a high-temperature sensor comprising a metallic protective 

tube and a measuring resistance arranged in a ceramic casing together with- strain- 
relieved measuring resistance connection wires, the ceramic casing being surrounded 
by a ceramic powder and connected to an electric connecting cable, wherein the strain- 
relieved measuring resistance connection wires and internal conductors connect the 
measuring resistance to the electric cable, said measuring resistance encapsulated in 
the ceramic casing and said internal conductors are arranged in said metallic protective 
tube, said protective metallic tube has a tapered tip in the vicinity of said measuring 
resistance and said ceramic powder densely fills the protective tube and comprises 
admixtures of oxygen-providing oxide compounds and the sensor comprises at least 
one auxiliary component arranged proximate connection of the connecting cable to the 
protective tube, the at least one auxiliary component having a higher coefficient of 
thermal expansion than the protective tube, in combination with the remaining 
limitations of the claims. 



Volbrecht (U.S. 4934831 ) discloses a device in the field of Applicant's endeavor. 
Volbrecht does not teach a ceramic casing surrounded with a ceramic powder, with the 
remaining limitations of the claims. 



Dale et al. (U.S. 4527909) discloses a device in the field of Applicant's endeavor. Dale 
et al. do not teach that the sealant casing made of ceramics and that it is surrounded by 
a ceramic powder. Dale does not teach an auxiliary component, as claimed by 
Applicant and that the resistance is strain -relieved. 



Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The prior art cited in the PTO-892 and not mentioned above 
disclose related devices and methods. 

Volbrecht (U.S. 4934831) discloses a device in the field of Applicant's endeavor. 
Volbrecht does not teach a tapered metal protective tube surrounding a ceramic casing. 

Dale et al. (U.S. 4527909) discloses a device in the field of Applicant's endeavor. Dale 
et al. do not teach that the sealant casing made of ceramics and that it is surrounded by 
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a ceramic powder. Dale does not teach an auxiliary component, as claimed by 
Applicant and strain relief.
